on Sept. 8 of Fred M. Vinson, 
which created the vacancy 
filled by the appointment of 
Warren, former California Gov- 
ernor and State Attorney Gen- 
eral, Black delivered a_ brief 
eulogy of Vinson, speaking in 
low tones, and at the conclusion 
announced that the President 
had named Warren and that he 
had taken the _ constitutional 
oath.

PANMUNJOM, Korea, Oct. 5 
(UP) — South Korean army 
sources threatened today to free 


22,500 anti-Communist prison- 


ers from Indian custody and the 
Recs warned that a mass escape 
would “blow up” the truce. 
The South Koreans notified 
the Indians through the Eighth 
Army that Provost Marshal Lt. 
Gen. Won Yung Duk was plan- 


ning to carry out the threat even 
if it led to an armed clash be- 
tween South Koreans and In- 
dians. 

It was Gen. Won who almost 
wrecked the Korean truce last 
June 18 by permitting 27,000 
anti-Communist North Korean 
prisoners to  2e Allied com- 
pounds under unileteral orders 
from President Syngman Rhee. 

Takes Warning Calmly. 

The South Korean threat was 
relayed to Lt. Gen. K. S. 
Thimayya, Indian chairman of 
the Neutral Nations Repatria- 
tion Commission, and it was re- 
ported he took the warning 
calmly. 

Thimayya was said to have 
expressed his opinion that the 
United Nations Command would 
prevent any hostile act by South 
Korean forces. 

South Korean political leaders 
called on civilians to attend mass 
meetings Tuesday and protest 
against the “barbarous” Indian 
handling of anti-Communist pris- 
oners. Rhee’s government or- 
dered schoolchildren to take a 
holiday Tuesday and march to 
demonstration centtrs. 

Government sources said the 
South Korean people would har- 
bor prisoners escaping from In- 
dian custody just as they had 
sheltered the fugitive North Ko- 
reans almost four months ago in 
an act that imperiled the truce. 

South Korea planned the mass 
escapes, the sources said, to pre- 
vent Indian guards from killing 
more anti-Communist prisoners 
who do not want to go back to 
Red rule. 

Thus far, the Indians have 
killed three prisoners and 
wounded 10 in putting down 
anti-Communist demonstrations, 

Nine North Koreans escaped 
from the Indian camp last 
Thursday and an anti-Commu- 
nist Chinese slipped out of the 
compound Monday. The North 
Koreans have given the South 
Koreans an elaborate map of the 
Indian custodial camp.

The President spoke at a Croa- 
tian liberation anniversary cere- 
mony at Bjelovar, while Kardelj 
addressed the tenth anniversary 
7 of the Slovene assem- 

ly 

The remnants of the “old, de- 
feated bourgeois’ society who 
were branded as the enemies 
of the people during the war 
due to collaboration with the 
enemy, have begun to raise their 
heads,” Tito said. 

“I should like to warn these 
people that it would be better 
if they reconciled themselves 
with the present situation.” he 
said. “Otherwise we shall be 
compelled to remove that growth 
from the healthy body of our 
state with a new opersiion.

HONG KONG, 


HE most critical, the most discussed and the least understood 
political relationship in the modern world is the relationship 
between the Soviet Union and Communist China. Here in 
Hong Kong, one finds some pretty good clues to the general 


nature of this relationship. 


It turns out that the way to guess what goes on between 
Malenkov and Mao Tse-tung is by remembering two experiences 


of the recent past. 

The first of these experiences, 
curiously enough, is America’s 
war-time experience with the 
Chinese government of Gener- 
alissimo Chiang Kai-shek. 

For the few Americans who 
grasped what was really going 
on in Chungking in war-time, 
one point stood out. The Amer- 
ican aid which the Generalis- 
simo needed so badly was the 


blue chip of Chungking politics. 
The Chinese officials who could, 
so to speak, bring home the 
American bacon, automatically 
rose in influence and power. 
Men who could not bring home 
this precious bacon similarly 
declined. 
Lever Not Used. 

American policy-making was 
so innocent that this lever was 
never used as it might have 
been, dn fact, the lever was 
often Mlowed to work in re- 
verse, as in the row about the 
dismissal of Gen. Stilwell in 
1943, which temporarily placed 
the Chungking government in 
the hands of the most corrupt, 
reactionary and anti-American 
members of the Generalissimo’s 
palace guard. The fact remains, 
however, that the lever of Amer- 
ican aid had infinite potentiali- 
ties and could have been used 
to reconstruct Chiang’s feeble 
and demoralized regime. 

What one dimly but definitely 
sees in Peiping at this time is a 
quite conscious and tough-mind- 
ed political use by Moscow of 
the lever. of Russian aid, which 
is just about as important to 
Peiping as American aid was 
to Chungking. 

Discernible Factions. 

There are discernible factions 
in Peiping—for examle, the ex- 
treme pro-Moscow red hots 
like Li Li-san—have clearly 
formed behind the No. 2 man 
in the Chinese government, 
Chou En-lai. 

Again, there are younger men 
coming up, like Liu Shao-chi, 
the organizer of Manchuria; Kao 
Kang, and the new armed forces 
chief, Lin Piao. 

By the same token, some he- 
roes of the Yenan days, like 
Chu-teh, who have no close 
Moscow links, are tending to 
degenerate into figureheads. 

Although the Chinese com- 
munist party has never gone 
through an all-out Russian-style 
purge, .there are personnel 
changes such as the recent game 
of musical chairs which left Fi- 
nance Minister Po I-po without 
his former governmental seat. 

Both in China’s industrial de- 
velopment and military build- 
up, Russian aid plays a vital 
part. Thus, in every contest for 
power and influence, in every 
change of top personnel, in 
every factional intrigue, the 
ability to work easily with the 
Russians is an immense asset 
for an ambitious Chinese. The 
Russians are unquestionably 
using this fact to promote the 
rise of officials whom they re- 
gard as loyal to Moscow. 

Growing Ties to Moscow. 

This does not mean that 
Malenkov is trying to unseat 
Mao Tse-tung by promoting peo- 
ple who are personally opposed 
to Mao. There is no. evidence 
that Mao’s primacy in China and 
Asia has ever been challenged. 
It does mean, however, that the 
Peiping government as a whole 


is gradually becoming more and 
more attached and obedient to 
Moscow's leadership. 

The second experience that 
casts light on the Mao-Malenkov 
relationship is the great Yugo- 
slav rebellion. Here the point 
to note is that the split with 
Moscow at first caused most of 
the Yugoslav leaders to suffer 
all the agonies of religious men 
losing their personal faith. They 
did not want it. Stalin oblig- 
ingly drove them to it. Even 
Stalin applied the Yugoslav les- 
son in his dealings with the Chi- 


nese. 

Stalin’s heirs are being far 
more astute and cautious than 
Stalin was. 

For all these reasons the wide- 
spread hopes of a Peiping- 
Mo6scow split are plain silly at 
this time. 


Both in London and Washing- 
ton, for example, it was official 
doctrine that North Korea had 
become a Chinese satellite. Fric- 
tion was foreseen when Mos- 
cow’s control of North Korea 
was plainly proved, but ravaged 
North Korea must now be re- 
constructed and the North 
Korean army is already being 
rebuilt to equal the forces con- 
trolled by Syngman Rhee. 

Chinese Can’t Bear Burden, 

The Chinese are no more able 
to take on this additional bur- 
den in North Korea than the 
British were able to continue 
to carry the burden in Greece 
and Turkey which they passed 
to us, 


More generally, there can be 
little doubt that the Chinese 
now regard International Com- 
munism as a great bandwagon of 
power, in the front seat of which 
they are privileged to sit. If 
this is true, Peiping will not 
begin to argue with the band- 
wagon’s Moscow driver until the 
bandwagon falters and goes in- 
to reverse, and that time is too 
remote to be interesting for now. 

There are other wishful non- 
senses that had better be for- 
gotten as well. For instance, the 
Trans-Siberian railway now has 
an annual carrying capacity of 
11,000,000 to 15,000,000 tons a 
year. An additional 60,000 tons 
a week are being brought into 
Chinese ports by Soviet, satellite 
and neutral bottoms. Some Hong 
Kong shipping firms with Brit- 
ish registry may deal under the 
table, but British exports to 
China are only a trivial fraction 
of China’s imports, and are al- 
most wholly composed of non- 
strategic materials. 

In these circumstances, yam- 
mering that we can cripple 
China by stopping British and 
other Allied trade with China is 


about on a par with the magical | 


bullroaring of the Australian 
aborigines. 

The great guerrilla movement 
in China is another myth—the 
anti-Communist guerrillas are 
far less numerous than the 
American underworld — and a 


good deal better controlled too. | 


The hankering of the Chinese 
for recognition is also mythical 
—the British were eager to rec- 
ognize, and their representatlve 
in Peiping is still humiliatingly 
classed as a “negotiations com- 
missioner.” 

All these different wishful 
myths are intensely dangerous 
because they obscure the hard 
central reality of Communist 


China’s emergence as, a new 
great power in Asia. 


US., Russian 
Atom Stalemate 


Believed Near 


Trend May Bring 
About More Peace- 
ful Relations, Pol- 
icy-Makers Feel.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5 (AP) 
OME top United States pol- 
s icymakers believe the United 
States and Russia are ap- 
proaching an atomic stalemate. 
Some think this may tend to 
stabilize relationships of the big 
powers and so contribute to de- 
velopment of more peaceful re- 
lations, however uneasy. 

At the same time, foreign pol- 
icy experts believe a situation 
approaching a diplomatic -stale- 
mate, perhaps influenced by the 
shifting military power balance 
but more likely by other factors, 
already is at hand. 

State Department officials 
generally believe the Russians 
are actively avoiding any real 
negotiations concerning Ger- 
many now and will do so for 
many months to come. They 
question whether the Reds want 
to talk seriously about the Far 
East, although their position is 
relatively stronger there. 

Indefinite Freeze Possible. 

The combination of an atomic 
stalemate, if it becomes an ac- 
cepted fact in great power pol- 
icies, and a diplomatic standoff 
might very well freeze the pres- 
ent state of relationships indef- 
initely even without any formal 
East-West agreements to that ef- 
fect. 

The essence of the atomic bal- 
ance is sirsple. With its reported 
mastery of a hydrogen explosion 
and its established atomic prog- 
ress, Russia is close to the point 
of achieving a kind of balance 
with the United States. 

Most: estimates are that the 
United States retains a sizable 
margin in the number of bombs 
stockpiled. But the destructive 
power of the big bombs is so 
great that equality of numbers 
is not the key to their effect on 
military strategy. The key is 
the number required to do a 
devastating amount of damage. 

Both Pack Punch. 

The spreading idea that an 
atomic stalemate is approaching 
stems from the estimate that the 
United States and Russia soon 
will be able to do devastating 
harm to each other. 

This country, of course, has 
had the power to work atomic 
destruction on the Soviet Union 
for several years. This is be- 
lieved by many to have been the 
main reason why the Reds never 
risked major aggressive action 
against free Europe. 

But it also has been a source 
of concern to Allied countries, 
where many non - Communist 
critics of the United States, as 
well as the Reds themselves, ex- 
ploited the notion that a jumpy’ 
America might some day plunge

HE publci hasn’t heard much about Harvey (Doc) Higley, 
new boss of the Veterans Administration, but the nation’s 
20,219,000 veterans can be thankful he’s their new adminis- 


trator. 


The 61-year-old Wisconsin manufacturer has all the basic 
qualities required by the gigantic job—integrity, intelligence, and 
a deep conviction that “‘people are more important than anybody.” 


“I don’t have any big changes 
in mind,” says Higley. “I’ve got 
a highly trained, competent out- 
fit. I’ve brought in only one 
new man. The VA is like a 
watch factory. You just can’t 
change personnel and expect to 
get the job done. 

“The public has the wrong 
impressjon of government work- 
ers,” a@erts the Wisconsin Re- 
publican.. “I’ve found them de- 
voted to their jobs although 
they’re frequently underpaid. 2 
only wish the American publie 
appreciated what a great group 


Of people they’ve got working 


for them.” 

The agency Higley bosses is a 
giant. among government bu- 
reaus. Its annual budget is $4,- 
250,000,000. It operates 114,000 
hospital beds, supervises the af- 
fairs of 316,000 incompetents 
and minors, mails out 65,000,000 
checks a year valued at more 


than five billion dollars, handles 
43 billion dollars in G.I. insur- 
ance, has guaranteed or insured 
loans to 3,500,000 veterans, and 
has contributed to the educa- 
tion and training of more than 
7,000,000 veterans. 

The most difficult and dis- 
tressing problem of this whole 
complicated job, Higley indi- 
cates, is the VA mental patients. 

“They're good and_ brave 
boys,” he says. “We're doing 
everything we can for them. But 
when I talk to the psychiatric 
patients, I see the full respon- 
sibility of my job—and, frankly, 
it frightens me.” 

Higley, a World War I vet- 
eran who lost a son in World 
War II, was formerly chairman 
of the board of the Ansul Chem- 
ical Co., Marinette, Wis. He was 
appointed VA administrator with 
the backing of all the major vet-, 
erans organizations.

Former Prime Minister Attlee. in 
a’foreign policy debate at the British 
Labor party conference on Oct. 1, 
said: “It is absolutely ridiculous not 
to recognize what is the effective 
government of China; and that gov- 
ernment is not the regime of Chiang 
Kai-shek.” « 

I agree with Mr. Attlee, and I 
think it is about time the United 
States took a realistic position on 
this issue. I believe it is time we 
recognize some of the facts of life 
about Red China. 

First of all, it exists—in the solar 
system, on the planet Earth. It is 
an enormous land mass populated by 
400,000,000 people who are effective- 
ly under control of the government 
dominated by Mao Tse-tung. We 
may not like, we do not like it, but 
the fact remains. The recognition of 
Red ‘China entails the recognition 
of a fact. Just because it is an un- 
pleasant fact we shouldn't try to 
pretend that it is a nonentity. 


Recognition of a foreign govern- 
ment does not necessarily imply the 
slightest sympathy or support of that 
government. Are we particularly 
sympathetic to the Government in 
Russia? No! But we recognize it! 
The Moscow Government is just as 
Communistic as thé Peiping Govern- 
ment, and it is illogical to recognize 
the one and not the other. 


There is an analogy. I believe, in 
the question of Vichy France. After 
the fall of France in 1940, Hitler's 
puppet government in Vichy was 
recognized by the United States, and 
we went on recognizing it. In fact 
we even exchanged ambassadors and 
full diplomatic staff with them right 
through the war. Did England, as 
a result of that, accuse us of being 
false to the Allied cause? I think 
oe have resented it if they 
ha 

It is entirely possible that by 
adopting a permanent non-recogni- 
tian policy toward the present re- 
gime in China we will simply in- 
crease the dependence of that re- 
gime upon Russia, and the chances 
of Mao becoming a “Tito” will be 
decreased, 

In recognizing Communist China 
we would be doing no more than rec- 
ognizing the tnpleasant fact that 
Mao Tse-tung’s forces are in control 
of the mainland of China. Facing 
the unhappy facts is just part of the 
realities of politics.

The Demands of Drouth 


The Federal and State Governments need to 
stop thinking of how little they can get by with 
in Missouri drouth relief. They need to start 
thinking of how great is the need and how much 
they can do to alleviate it. That is the clear 
conclusion to be drawn from Herbert A. Trask’'s 
survey of “probably the worst disaster ever to 
hit the state.” Rains that have just fallen were 
too late to relieve the situation, and the prospect 
for pasture as far ahead as next spring is dismal 
indeed. 

Mr. Trask says both Republicans and Demo- 
crats are playing partisan politics with drouth 
relief. Should relief be the responsibility of 
the Democratic State Government or the Repub- 
lican National Administration? The argument 
goes back and forth—and meanwhile drouth- 
stricken farmers are pushed closer and closer to 
ruin. 

The answer is that as this drouth is a state and 
national calamity, and as it distresses Republi- 
can and Democratic farmers impaftially, its re- 
lief is the responsibility of Jefferson City and 
Washington both, regardless of party. If either 
level of government does less than its duty, 
the relief is likely to be disastrously too little. 

Drouth has not only killed the pasture, mak- 
ing it necessary to feed abnormally large 
amounts of hay—it has also killed the hay. 
Missouri hay production is short about 1,000,000 
tons, approximately the same amount that must 
now be brought in from other states. Before the 
drouth, that much hay would have cost about 
$20,000,000. Today it will cost $35,000,000 to 
$40,000,000, or more. 

It will take three tons of hay to see every 
dairy cow through the winter, at the minimum. 
At the prevailing prices, that is about $120 
worth of hay. Dairy cows are being sold for 
beef at distress prices of $65 a head and less. 
Under those circumstances, is a farmer justified 
in investing $120 in hay for every cow? That 
is the frightening arithmetic that confronts the 
Missouri dairy farmer. « 

Subsidy is called for, to reduce the drouth- 
inflated cost of hay to the pre-drouth price. 
Long-term credit is called for, to enable farmers 
who lack cash to hang on. Gov. Donnelly wants 
the western railroads to halve their freight rates 
on hay, and the Federal Government ta pay the 
remaining charge. He has said little, however, 
about what the Missouri State Government is 
going to do. 

Why cannot the State assume some part of the 
burden, doing for its own people as much as it 
can before calling for Federal aid? Why can- 
not the Federal Government tackle the problem 
boldly, providing some subsidy for hay, increas- 
ing the amount of credit available and admin- 
istering it better? 

The Senate Agriculture subcommittee under 
Senator Schoeppel of Kansas, which will con- 
duct a hearing on the Missouri drouth Wednes- 
day at Springfield, will have an opportunity to 
arouse the conscience of the national Adminis- 
tration. Gov. Donnelly, meanwhile, is undér an 
immediate obligation to get ahead with all the 
practical relief measures which are within the 
authority of the State. 
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The Lieutenant’s Relatives 

The Air Force has begun an odd sort of loyal- 
ty trial against a Lieutenant who is not person- 
ally accused of disloyalty, but only of associating 
with his father and sister. 

This trial is not a trial because it reverses 
judicial procedure... Lt. Milo Radulovich is 
forced to prove innocence—and not his inno- 
cence, but that of his relatives. For he is charged 
with being a poor security risk because of them. 

His father, who came to America in 1914 and 
served in the Army in World War I, read a 
Serbian newspaper later called subversive. His 
sister engaged in a number of so-called leftist 
activities, such as picketing a Federal building 
in protest against the Smith Act. But Lt. Radu- 
lovich’s own loyalty is not in question. 

Yet the Lieutenant hds been compelled to de- 
fend himself against the alleged sins of his kin. 
He has had to explain his father’s choice of 
newspapers and virtually to disown his sister 
by saying he rarely sees her. What a commen- 
tary on family life under present security regu- 
lations! 

Moreover, the Lieutenant {s studying to be a 
Government meteorologist. While the Air Force 
offered him a discharge “without stigma,” Lt. 
Radulovich correctly points out that such a dis- 
missal after nine years of good gervice would 
ruin any career he might seek with the Gov- 
ernment, 

It is no part of Americanism to indict a good 
citizen for the family he happened to be born 
in. How did Lt. Radulovich endanger national 
security? The Air Force ought to make a defi- 
nite case against an officer before subjecting 
hfm to such humiliation. 
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A Peace Pact With Russia? 

A non-aggression pact, as Europe’s experi- 
ence with Hitler showed, is not in itself the an- 
swer to all international problems. Hitler did 
not mind signing non-aggression pacts because 
he did not mind violating them when it suited 
his interests. In these circumstances the exist- 
ence of the pacts did not prevent aggression 
from being committed. 

Nevertheless it ma¥ well be worth while to 
explore the possibility of offering the Russians 
a non-aggression pact on behalf of NATO. Adlai 
E, Stevenson disclosed after visiting the White 
House that the Administration’ is considering 
such a possibility, and the State Department 
has now officially confirmed it. 

On the basis of experience, nobody would 
hope to achieve security against aggression 
mexely by signing such a pact with the Russians. 
For security the Western world would still have 
to rely on its armed strength and the unity of 
its coalition. The purpose of offering a non- 
aggression pact would be to reassure the Rus- 
Sians, not ourselves, and at the same time to 
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make plain to the world the peaceful intent of 


the Western alliance. 

If the Soviets’ repeatedly expressed fears of 
attack are genuine, the pact would be designed 
in some measure to allay them. If this fear is 
merely a pose, adopted for propaganda pur- 
poses, then it would be hoped that the offer of 
a peace pact would expose Soviet propaganda 
for what it is. 

One argument against the strategy is that 
the Russians have access to the same experience 
with non-aggression pacts which the Western 
world has. If the offer of such a pact would not 
reassure us, then quite possibly it would not re- 
assure the Russians either. Having been attacked 
by Hitler despite a non-aggression pact, they 
might say, if their fears of the West are genuine, 
that a treaty alone offers little security. 

On the other hand the Soviets have already 


France, and they might be willing to consider 


one with the entire NATO alliance, Even if a 
treaty did nothing more than to relieve.a little 
tension, and possibly open the door to more 
meaningful diplomatic settlements, it would be 
worth considering. No possible avenue of peace- 
ful accommodation should be closed. 
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Gaining on Us 

“Don't look back,” says one of Satchel Paige's 
famous rules for. living, “Something might be 
gaining on you.” 

A joint city committee has just had a two- 
year look at the condition of St. Louis housing, 
and it finds that, sure enough, something has 
been gaining on us. Despite a substantial pro- 
gram of redevelopment achieved or in process, 
slums and blighted sections cover a greater 
portion of the city’s area than they did 10 years 
ago. 

According to the findings of this survey, 
more than half of the homes in St. Louis need 
renovation or reconstruction. Roughly one 
fourth of the total are in sections which are 
too far gone to be aided by anything but demo- 
lition and reconstruction. Another one fourth 
are in neighborhoods which are deteriorating, 
but can still be saved by a concerted effort at 
conservation, 

The study was made jointly by the Health 
Divésion, City Plan Commission and the Divi- 
sion of Building and Inspection, as a legal 
preliminary to enforcement of the Minimum 
Housings Standards Ordinance. Like every 
other survey which really looks the facts in 
the face, it emphasizes the staggering magnitude 
of the problem before the community, and points 
to the conclusion that no single panacea, but 
only a broadly based program of civic rehabili- 
tation, can begin té solve the problem. 

Some critics of public housing try to convince 
themselves that the whole job can be done by 
neighborhood conservation. That is obviously 
not enough. On the other hand, neither is new 
construction itself the exclusive answer, for as 
the experience of the last 10 years shows, you 
cannot build fast enough to keep pace with the 
spreading cancer of blight. 

Nothing emerges more clearly from this sur- 
vey than the interconnection between housing 
programs and other Pe : of public improve- 
ment. 

Unplanned and chaotic commercial growth is 
one cause of decay; it can be removed only by 
sounder planning. 

The lack of expressways forces through traffic 
along residential streets and thus contributes 
another source of decay; it can be removed only 
by building expressways. 

The lack of open spate and small recreational 
areas is another cause of blight; it can be cured 
only by well planned park development. 

Mayor Tucker's announcement of a heighbor- 
hood rehabilitation program for two pilot areas 
is more than welcome. But this latest housing 
study shows that nothing less than a concerted 
attack on all the problems before the community 
will make a dent on the crucial problem of 
housing. 


The Pope as a Moral Leader 

In addition to being the head of the Roman 
Catholic Church, Pope Pius XII is also a moral 
leader of world renown. Countless non-Catholics 
will therefore applaud the pontiff's earnest plea 
for the nations of the world to adopt a code of 
international law that would punish an unjust 
war and other crimes having international con- 
sequences, 


Addressing delegates from more than 20 
countries to the sixth International Congress 
of Criminal Law, the Pope spoke out against 
“the criminal of a modern war that provokes 
ruin, suffering and unimaginable horror.” He 
readily recognized that “such perils compel all 
people to hold themselves ready for defense” 
and urged as a deterrent that “unjust war must 
be put in the first place among the gravest 
crimes” that nations acting together ‘should 
punish with the heaviest penalty.” 


The Pope’s role as a moral leader was in evi- 
dence as he listed the means that should not be 
used even in a “just war.” Among the means 
which he listed as unacceptable were mass exe- 
cutions of innocent persons for reprisal, execu- 
tion of hostages, massacres for reasons of hate 
or rage, mass deportations, violence against 
women and children and roundups of men for 
forced labor. 


These inhuman means are the stock-in-trade 
of the military dictator and at one time or an- 
other Mussolini, Hitler and Franco used most 
of them. Prohibitions through international law 
will not guarantee the end of these b-utalities, 
but every bit of agitation is to the good. Pius 
XII has given the international lawyers a pro- 
gram which should be carried back to every 
major capital of the world—and to the U.N.

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Unforeseen Virtues in Air Coach 

Air coach, which started out as a second grade 
of air transportation at reduced rates, has turned 
out to be in some important respects a better 
form of passenger transport than the first class. 
An article in The New York Times, telling about 
it, suggests that a spirit of imagination and ex- 
perimeéntation can open up still newer oppor- 
tunities for the airlines. 


The coach flights are proving faster and more 
faithful to schedule than the regular-priced 
flights, says The Times’ article. Almost no cargo 
is carried, virtually the entire payload being 
the 60 to 70 passengers, so time is saved in load- 
ing and unloading freight. Only coffee and 
snacks are served, instead of complete meals, 
saving more time in loading foodstuffs and put- 
ting them into place. Most of the passengers 
are making long trips—which saves still further 
time in unloading and loading baggage at the 
stops. 

The consequences, obvious as they may appear 
now, were not all foreseen. There may be 
other developments, therefore, that will make 
their appearance as the airlines delve further 
into the possibilities of bringing their service 
within the financial reach of ‘more and more 


‘people. And the same is likely true for other

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Opinions on Chief Justice Warren 


The Washington Post 


Gov. Warren has many of the quaili- 
fications generally associated with the 
Chief Justiceship. He is nationally 
known as a man of ability and integrity. 
His one serious handicap is his lack of 
judicial experience. 

All five of the Chief Justices who 
have served since 1910 have had some 
experience on the Federal bench before 
their elevation to the headship of the 
judicial system. 

Prior to that time, however, a ma- 
jority of the Chief Justices were se- 


lected directly from the bar or from” 


governmental positions. The greatest 
Chief Justice of all, John Marshall, had 
never sat’ on the bench until he was 
elevated to its topmost seat. 

Mr. Warren demonstrated unusual 
ability as a lawyer, and those who know 
him well say that he has a keen legal 
mind. No man in an active political or 
executive position today, however, can 
keep abreast of the decisions of the 
courts, which are the warp and woof 
of our law. The new Chief Justice will 
undoubtedly want to give himself an 
intensive course in current constitu- 
tional law. 

In many respects it is unfortunate 
that one of the country’s outstanding 
judges was not advanced; but years 
are important, and if Gov. Warren 
soon attains the feel of his job and 
demonstrates a broad grasp of the 
law, his nomination may be viewed with 
much greater favor 10 or 15 years 
hence than it is today. 

While there is no precedent for giv- 
ing a Chief Justice a recess appoint- 
ment since Washington named John 
Rutledge (‘who was rejected by the 
Senate), the President seems to have 
taken the right course in this regard. 

The work of the court must go on. 
With some cases of historic importance 
before it, the court should not be left 
without a head or in a position to de- 
cide vital issues by 4-to-4 votes. 


xperience has shown, moreover, that 
dissension within the court is likely 
to multiply when it is left headless. 


Of course, Mr. Warren will be on the 
spot in every decision he takes before 
his confirmation. But a man of his in- 
tegrity is not likely to be influenced 
in his’ judicial decisions by the fact 
that his nomination must be confirmed 
by the Senate. The Governor's high 
standing in both parties seems to carry 
assurance of confirmation.

Film-Maker Makes Whoo 


WHITE HUNTER, BLACK HEART, by Peter Viertel, 
(Doubleday & Co., Inc. 344 pos., $3.95.) 
“White Hunter, Black Heart” is a 

richly entertaining novel about the Af- 

rican adventures of a Hollywood direc- 
tor who combines the traits of Beelze- 
bub and Casanova with those of John 

Huston, the brilliant fellow who made

Since Peter Viertel, the author, 
helped Huston out on the “Queen” film, 
the book doubtless is to some degree 
autobiographical and to an extent a 
portrait of the real-life director. The 
casual reader is content to enjoy it as 
fiction, leaving Viertel and Huston to 
settle, with Mannlicher rifies at 15 
paces, just how much is fact.

He romps around Af- 
rica hunting big game w tle his part- 
ner, a long- “suffering Hungarian refu- 
gee, sweats it out in England. The script 
is neglected; the actors and production 
crew wait. Not unfil a tragedy on safari 
sobers him does Wilson get down to 
business, and then of course he pro- 
duces another wonderful box-office hit. 

The Olympian horseplay involving 
Wilson and Verrill, together with their 
abrasive, cynical banter, is well han- 
dled by Viertel. He has the Hollywood 
idiom pat. There are some downright 
uproarious episodes, such as Wilson's 
fight with a Negro-baiting British head- 
waiter on Lake Victoria. The book's 
ending, as is often the case, is no great 
shakes.

But one of these issues in 
particular is entangled deeply 
in law and politics. That is the 
right of four states to the great 
wealth of off- 
shore oil lying 
off their bor- 
ders. Those 
states are Flori- 
da, Louisiana, 
Texas and Calli- 
fornia. 

Twice the Su- 
preme Court 
held that this 
oil belongs to 
the Federal 
Government. 
Twice Congress 
passed measures turning it over 
to the four states. President 
Truman vetoed the first such 
bill. President Eisenhower 
signed an offshore oil bill passed 
in May. 

The nomination of Gov. Earl 
Warren of California to be Chief 
Justice of the United States is 
bound to enhance the interest in 
both the politics and the law 
behind the oil dispute. 

By an interesting coincidence, 
on the day that Attorney Gen- 
eral Herbert Brownell requisi- 
tioned a military plane to fly 


overnight to California for a 


conference with Warren, the 
state of Alabama filed a suit 
against the Federal Government 
and the Governors of the four 
states. This took the legal form 
of a motion for permission to 
file a complaint in the high 
court. 


Fishing Issue Raised. 

In an 88-page printed brief, 
Alabama alleged not only that 
the money from the oil should 
go to all the states and not just 
the four, but that other rights 
of Alabama would be jeopardized 
if the court does not overrule 
the action of Congress. Specif- 
ically the brief argues that if 
the ¢laims of three of the four 
states, of Florida, Louisiana and 
Texas, to “historic boundaries” 
nine nautical miles out into the 
sea are allowed to stand, Ala- 
bama’s fishing industry will be 
penalized. 

In fishing on the high seas, 
the brief states, Alabama fisher- 
men are subject only to regula- 
tion and ticensing imposed by 
authority of their own state or 
their own national government. 
Moreover, it adds, even when 
fishing within three miles of the 
shore of other states, they may 
not be subjected to discrimina- 
tory regulation by reason of 
their Alabama residence and 
certainly may not -»e excluded 
altogether.

At a banquet last night, for- 
mer Secretary of Labor Martin 
'P. Durkin told the conferemre 
“a serious error to 
assert that trade unionists fight 
solely for preserving the dignity 
of only union members.” 

Durkin, president of the 
plumbers’ and pipefitters’ union, 
said gains made by union men 
eventually benefit all wage-earn- 
‘ers, union and non-union alike. 
| “I need only recall the long; 
bitter fight of the labor move- 
ment for the eight-hour day and 
the 40-hour work week,” he said. 
“Yet today most unorganized 
workers accept such hours as a 
| matter of fact.” 
| “All too frequently,” he con- 
tinued, “self-serving critics of 
the labor movement grudgingly 
admit that trade unionism does 
some good, but only for its mem- 
bers. The time has come when 
this half-truth must be put to 
an end.” 

Durkin said he wanted to em- 
phasize the relationship of social 
work to the “positive program 


which the labor movement of 


America operates to the end that 
the dignity of man shall be pre- 
served.” 

“This relationship can be seen 
if social work is looked upon as 
a kind of rear-guard action de- 
signed to aid the casualties in 
the battle of life and trade 
unionism is. regarded as the 
front line of the battle,” he said.

New Out-of-the-Way Furnaces —Do-It-Y ourself Products Simplify Work

winds and weather but it takes 
a heating system to keep it warm. 
Have you noticed how quickly 
an empty house gets as cold 
inside as out? 

One of the least recognized 
developments in modern living 
is the stepped up efficiency of 
today’s heating systems. In con- 
trast to that old fashioned octo- 
pus in the center of the cellar 
with bh pipes sprawling in 
every d on, the compact 
heating units of today are won- 
ders to behold. 

For small or medium-size 
houses new horizontal warm air 
heating furnaces fit out of the 
way in the attic. It it's more 
convenient the unit can be hung 
under the first floor joists in 
the basement, leaving the base- 
ment floor clear. 

The small houses erected by 
one nationally-known builder, 
are heated by a compact boiler 
that fits in the kitchen next 
to the kitchen appliances. With 
a counter space on top, it looks 
like a section of the kitchen's 
streamlined cabinets. In addi- 
tion to heating the house it 
furnishes the hot water supply 


The quiet, inconspicuous way 
modern heat is delivered all over 
the house is a great contrast 
to bulky radiators that oftes 
sound like some one was per- 
forming a monkey wrench solo 
gn the pipes. 

Small metal ducts in the floor 
slab with unobstrusive registers 
under the windows complete an 
up-to-date hot air system. Coils 
built in the ceiling or in the 
concrete floor make radiant 
heating panels for a hot water 
system. The new metal base- 
board heating units look exactly 
like baseboards and warm both 
the walls and the floors. 

Electric heating panels pro- 
vide safe extra heat for bath- 
rooms, baby rooms, enclosed 
porches, etc. They operate by a 
switch, need no chimney and 
require very little wall space. 


* * * 
HERMOSTATS can _  auto- 
matically tailor the heat to 
the needs of different rooms 
at different times of the night or 
day. Some houses are now 
equipped with “anticipatory con- 
trols.” Thermostats set outdoors 
record quick and extreme 
changes in the weather so the 
heating plant can adjust to them 
before indoor thermostats would 
have a-chance to signal the 
change. 

But the biggest change is in 
our thinking. People used to 
talk about “keeping warm.” They

now talk about “keeping comfort- 
able.” We are discovering that 
it takes more than the tempera- 
ture of the air to live in com- 
fort. Stifling hot air can give 
headaches and cool floors can 
give colds. 

Year-round air conditioning 
offers nearly as many benefits 
in the winter as in the sum- 
mer. In addition to controlling 
the temperature of the air, it 
filters the air, keeping dust and 
dirt out of the house. This cuts 
down on winter housecleaning. 
Air conditioning also dries air 
when it is too damp and dampens 
air when it ts too dry. The hu- 
midity of the air has a lot to 


do with feeling the heat or 
cold. 
Some basement air condi- 


tioners come as completely in- 
tegrated units. Others are parts 
that attach to your present fur- 
nace if it is not of too ancient 
vintage. 

Cleaning the boiler and the 
flues, checking the insulations 
and controls of your present 
heating system can save the 25 
per cent of fuel that the average 
American householder wastes. If 
your heating system is in bad 
shape and your pocketbook is 
not, fall is the time to improve 
it or replace it with one of 
these fuel-saving systems. 

However, pleasant home life 
is not all efficiency and con- 
trols. To most of us the most 
cheerful sight on winter nights 
is a log blazing merrily, unsci- 
entifically, unautomatically, in 
an open fireplace.

South had two good reasons for 
this action, First, a response was 
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obviously dangerous; the very 
fact that South was void in 
hearts increased the chance that 
North would rebid the suit. Sec- 
ond, by passing, South could 
later bid his six-card suit (if the 
enemy made that advisable), and 
North could then read the true 
situation. 

If South had made some re- 
sponse to the opening heart bid, 
it is extremely doubtful that 
West would have doubled four 
diamonds, but, as it .was, West 
felt that North-South were in- 
dulging in sheer desperation tac- 
tics.

I can say that I’ve never 
doubted the qualities of the 
German soldier—which is more 
than I can say even of some of 
the chiefs of the Wehrmacht. 

The German army is tech- 
nically the most perfect in the 
world; and the German soldier, 
in a moment of crisis, is safer 
and sounder than any other 
soldier. I'm truly happy that it 
has been granted to me to see, 
in my lifetime, the German 
soldier rewarded by Providence. 


For an elite force, like our 
SS, it’s great luck to have suf- 
fered comparatively heavy 
losses. In this way, it’s assured 
of the necessary prestige to in- 
tervene, if need be, on the home 
front—which, of course, won't 
be necessary. But it’s good to 
know that one disposes of a 
force that could show itself 
capable of doing so, on occasion.

For the good of the German 
people, we must wish for a war 
every 15 or 20 years. An army 
whose sole purpose is to pre- 
serve peace leads only to. play- 
ing at soldiers—compare Sweden 
and Switzerland. Or else it 
constitutes a revolutionary dan- 
ger to its own country. 
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If I am reproached with hav- 
ing sacrificed one or two hun- 
dred thousand men by reason of 
the war, I can answer that, 
thanks to what I have done, the 
German nation has gained up to 
the present, more than 2,500,000 
human beings. If I demand a 
tenth of this as a sacrifice, never- 
theless I have gained 90 per 
cent.

I hope that in 10 years there 
will be from 10 to 15 millions 
more of us Germans in the 
world. Whether they are men 
or women, it matters little: I 
am creating conditions favor- 
able to growth.

HE spirit of decision does 
T not mean acting at all costs. 
The spirit of decision con- 
sists simply in not hesitating 
when an inner conviction com- 
mands you to act. 

Last year I needed great 
spiritual strength to take the 
decision to attack Bolshevism. 

I had to foresee that Stalin 
might pass over to the attack 
in the course of 1941. It was 
therefore necessary to get 
started without delay, in order 
not to be forestalled—and that 
wasn’t possible before June. 

Even to make war, one must 
have luck on one’s side. When 
I think of it, what luck we did 
have!

I couldn't start a campaign of 
propaganda to create a climate 
favorable for the reverse situa- 
tion; and innumerable lives 
were saved by the fact that no 
newspaper or magazine article 
ever contained a word that could 
have let anyone guess what we 
were preparing. 

I decided to take into account 
the risk that in the ranks of the 


Wehrmacht there might still be 
some elements contaminated by 
Communism. If there were, I 
suppose that those of them who 
could see what happens in Rus- 
sia have now been cured. 

But at the moment of our at- 
tack, we were entering upon a 
totally unknown world—and 
there were many people amongst 


.us who might have reflected 


that we had, after all, a pact of 
friendship with the Russians!

HE German soldier has again 
T proved that he is the best 

soldier in the world. He was 
that in the time of Frederick the 
Great, and he has always been 
that. When it’s a question of 
holding on, that’s when he re- 
veals his full effectiveness. On 
every level, every man does ex- 
actly what is expected of him. 

After the campaign in the 
West, people were still saying 
that the soldier of today hadn't 
the endurance of the infantry- 
man of the first World War. 
Here, on the Eastern front, he 
has proved that he has this en- 
durance,

At the time of the first World 
War, nobody paid any attention 
to the soldier’s individual value 
in combat. Everything was done 
en masse. During the period of 
the war of movement, in 1914, 
compact units were thrown into 
the battle. In the war of posi- 


tion that followed, the posts 
were much too close together.

The struggle for the hegemony 
of the world will be decided in 
favor of Europe by the posses- 
sion of the Russian space. Thus 
Europe will be an impregnable 
fortress, safe from all threat of 
blockade. All this opens up eco- 
nomic vistas which, one may 
think, will incline the most lib- 
eral of the Western democrats 
towards the new order.

What is surprising about the 
Russian rulers is the fanaticism 
with which they adhéte to a 
principle — perhaps a correct 
principle, in itself—even when 
it has become evident that the 
principle has ceased to be cor- 
rect in fact. 

The explanation js their fear 
of having to accept responsibil- 
ity for a failure. For they never 
suffer failure because of a weak- 
ness in their command, a short- 
age of ammunition or an irre- 
sistible German pressure. It’s 
always because of “an act of 
treachery.” 

They never produce any other 
explanation but treachery, and 
every commander of a unit who 
has nat succeeded, in conformity 
with the orders he has received, 
runs the risk of having his head 
chopped off. So they prefer to 
be wiped out by us. 

On the other hand, the offen-’ 
sive spirit that inspires the Rus- 
sian, when he is advancing, does 
not surprise us. It was the same 
during the first World War, and 
the explanation for it is their 
bottomless stupidity.

We've forgotten the bitter 
tenacity with which the Russians 
fought us during the first World 
War. In the same way, coming 
generations will see in the cam- 
paign now in progress only the

magnificent operation that it 
will have been, without giving 
any more thought to the numer- 

us crises that we had to over- 
come by reason of this tenacity. 

We knew, during the first 
World War, a type of Russian. 
combatant who was more good- 
natured than cruel. Nowadays, 
this type no longer exists. Bol- 
shevism has completely wiped 
it out.

The two decisive events of the 
war up to the present have been 
the Norwegian campaign in 1940 
and our defensive struggle in 
the East during last winter. 

I attach this measure of im- 
portance to the occupation of 
Norway because I cannot under- 
stand, even in retrospect, how 
it was that the powerful British 
Navy did not succeed in defeat- 
ing, or at least hindering, an 
operation which did not have 
even the support of the very 
modest German naval forces. 

If the Norwegian campaign 
had failed, we should not have 
been able to create the condi- 
tions which were a prerequisite 
for the success of our subma- 
rines. 

Without the coast of Norway 
at our disposal, we should not 
have been able to launch our 
attacks against the ports of Mid- 
land and Northern Britain, and 
operations in the Arctic waters 
would also have been imprac- 

ticable.

If one enters a military opera- 
tion with the mental reservation: 
“Caution! this may fail,” then 
you may be quite certain that it 
will fail. 

To force a decision one must 
enter a battle with a conviction 
of victory and the determina- 
tion to achieve it, regardless of 
the hazards. 

Just imagine what would have 
happened if we had undertaken 
the Island of Crete operations 
with the idea: “We’ have a 
crack at it; if it suceeds, so much 
the better; if it fails, we must 
pull out!”

T’S absurd to try to suppose 
| that the frontier between the 

two separate worlds of Eu- 
rope and Asia is marked by a 
chain of not very high moun- 
tains—and the long chain of the 
Urals is no more than that. One 
might just as well decree that 
the frorftier is marked by one 
of the great Russian rivers. No, 
geographically Asia penetrates 
into Europe without any sharp 
break. 

The real frontier is the one 
that separates the Germanic 
world from the Slav world. It’s 
our duty to place it where we 
want it to be. 

If anyone asks us where we 
obtain the right to extend the 
Germanic space to the East, we 
reply that, for. a nation, her 
awareness of what she repre- 
sents carries this right with it. 
It’s success that justifies every- 
thing. The reply to such a 
question can only be of an em- 
pirical nature. 
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It’s inconceivable that a high- 
er people should painfully exist 
on a soil too narrow for it, whilst 
amorphous masses, which con- 
tribute nothing to civilization, 
occupy infinite tracts of a soil 
that is one of the richest in the 
world. 

We painfully wrest a few acres 
from the sea, we torment our- 
selves cultivating marshes—and 
in the Ukraine an inexhaustibly 
fertile soil, with a thickness, in 
places, of 10 meters of humus, 
lies waiting for us. 

We must create conditions for 
our people that favor its multi- 
plication, and we must at the 
same time build a dike against 
the Russian flood.

If this war had not taken place, 
the Reich would scarcely have 
increased its population during 
the next 10 years, but the Rus- 
sian population would have 
grown vigorously.

The Russians don’t grow old. 
They scarcely get beyond 50 or 
60. What a ridiculous idea to 
vaccinate them. In: this matter, 
we must resolutely push aside 
our lawyers and hygienic ex- 
perts. No vaccination for the 
Russians, and no soap to get the 
dirt off them. 

But < them have all the spir- 
its. and "tobacco they want. Any. 
way, some serious scientists are 
against vaccination. 
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N order to retain our domina- 

tion over the people in the 

territories we have conquered 
to the east of the Reich, we must 
meet, to the best of our ability, 
any and every desire for indi- 
vidual liberty which they may 
express, and by so doing we de- 
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prive them of any form of state 
organization and consequently 
keep them on as low a cultural 
level as possible. 


Our guiding principle must be 
that these people have but one 
justification for existence—to be 
of use to us economically. We 
must concentrate on extracting 
from these territories everything 
that it is possible -to extract. 

Even the village communities 
must be organized in a manner 
which precludes any possibility 
of fusion with neighboring com- 
munities. If some villages as a 
result wish to practice black 
magic, after the fashion of Ne- 
groes or Indians, we should do 
nothing to hinder them. In short, 
our policy in the wide Russian 
spaces should be to encourage 
any and every form of dissen- 
sion and schism. It will be the 
duty of our Commissars alone to 
supervise and direct the econ- 
omy of the captured territories. 

Above all, we don’t want a 
horde of schoolmasters to de- 
scend on these territories and 
force education down the throats 
of subject races. To teach the 
Russians, the Ukrainians and the 
Kirghiz to read and write will 
eventually be to our own disad- 
vantage; education will give the 
more intelligent among them an 

opportunity to study history, to 
acquire an historical sense and 
hence to develop political ideas 
which cannot but be harmful to 
our interests. 

A loud-speaker should be in- 
stalled in each village, to pro- 
vide them with odd items of 
news and, above all, to afford 
distraction. What possible use 
to them would a knowledge of 
politics or economics be? All 
the villagers require is music, 
music and plenty of it. Cheer- 
ful music is a great incentive to 
hard work; give them plenty of 
opportunity to dance, and the 
villagers will be grateful to us. 

In the field of public health 
there is no need whatsoever to 
extend to the subject races the 
benefits of our own knowledge. 
This would result only in an 
enormous increase in local pop- 
ulations, and I absolutely forbid 
the organization of any sort of 
hygiene or cleanliness crusades 
ne mmmmmanedl 
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in these territories. 

The doctors in the German 
colonies will be there solely for 
the purpose of looking after the 
German colonists. It is stupid 
to thrust happiness upon people 
against their wishes. 
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ENTISTRY, too, should re- 
D main a closed book to them, 

but in all these things pru- 
dence and common sense must 
be the deciding factors, and if 
some local inhabitant has a vio- 
lent toothache and insists on 
seeing a dentist—well an excep- 
tion must be made in his partic- 
ular case! 

(At this point, Martin Bor- 
mann, one of Hitler’s most 
trusted lieutenants, who had 
just returned from inspecting a 
Russian settlement, volunteered: 
“If these people are allowed 
under German supervision — 
that is, under greatly improved 
conditions — to multiply too 
quickly, it will be against our 
interests .. 
ed:) 

There is a very real danger 
that these local inhabitants will 
increase too rapidly under our 
care and domination. Their con- 
ditions of life will inevitably 
improve under our jurisdiction, 
and we must take all the meas- 
ures necessary to ensure that 


the non-German population doeg 
not increase at an excessive 
rate. 

In these circumstances, it 
would be sheer folly to place at 
their disposal a health service 
such as we know it in Germany: 
and so—no inoculations and 
other preventative measures for 
the natives. We must even try 
to stifle any desire for such 
things, by persuading them that 
vaccination and the like are 
really dangerous. 
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HE local population must be 
given no facilities for higher 
education. A failure on our 

part in this respect would sim- 

ply plant the seeds of future 
opposition to our rule. 

Schools, of course, they must 
have—and they must pay for 
their tuition. But there is no 
need to teach them much more 
than, say, the meaning of the 
various road signs. 

Instruction in geography can 
be restricted to one single sen- 
tence: The Capital of the Reich 
is Berlin, a city which everyone 
should try to visit once in his 
lifetime. 

Finally, elementary instruc- 
tion in reading and writing in 
German will complete the course. 
Mathematics and such like are 
quite unnecessary. 

I am in favor of teaching a 
little German in the schools sim- 
ply.. because this will facilitate 
our administration. Otherwise 
every time some German in- 
struction is disobeyed, the local 
inhabitant will come along with 
the excuse that he “didn’t un- 
derstand.” 
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Europe is not a geographic 
entity, it’s a racial entity. We 
understand now why the Chinese 
shut themselves up behind a 
wall to protect themselves 
against the eternal attacks of 
the Mongols. One could some- 
times wish that a huge wall 
might protect the new territories 
of the East against the masses 
of Central Asia; but that’s con- 
trary to the teachings of history. 

The fact is that a too great 
feeling of security provokes, in 
the long run, a relaxation of 
forces. I think the best wall will 
always be a wall of human 
breasts!

E left Minneapolis Fri-

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EARLY SATURDAY MORN. 
ING we reached St. Louis. 
Here they were more energet- 
ic than they had been in any 
other place. Their meetings 
began at 9 a.m. and continued 
through most of the afternoon. 
These were attended by offi- 
cers of the St. Louis and Mis- 
souri chapters of the Ameri- 
can Association for the United 
Nations, representatives from 
some neighboring states, and 
representatives from many or- 
@anizations interested in co- 
operating in work for the 
United Nations. Everyone 
seems to-agree with us that 
the important thing is to 
spread truthful information 
about the U.N. 

We ended the meetings by 
listing the steps which the 
United Nations Association of 
St. Louis and Missouri would

AN EFFECTIVE PUBLIC- 
ITY and information device 
has been set up here. This is 
the United Nations informa- 
tion center that has been es- 
tablished at Scruggs Vander- 
voort Barney store. The infor- 
mation center is in the book 
department. Two tables have 
been placed against a mantel 
with a set of home-like book 
shelves, and browsing among 
the United Nations literature 
is encouraged. There are color- 
ful posters, photos and minia- 
ture flag sets, and the public 
relations director will refer 
any questions that are asked 
to the proper source for in- 
formation. Every assistance is 
given to club groups and in- 
dividuals who are interested 
in the U.N. Many publications 
about the U.N. which come 
from the A.A.U.N. are free 
and many more are sold at 
cost. More and more states 
and cities are setting up such 
information centers, and I 
think this is one of the valu- 
able ways to spread informa- 
tion about the U.N. 

Apparently in St. Louis 
there have not as yet been 
quite such concerted attacks 
on the U.N. as in some other 
areas. One St. Louisan as*ed 
me what the attacks were “a 
where they came from, which 
was evidence that at least for 
the time being this area was 
fairly free from vicious propa- 
ganda. One reason may be 
that the newspapers here, par- 
ticularly the Post-Dispatch, 
support the United Nations, 
which is a refreshing situation 
and one for which to be grate- 
ful.
